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Police in search for 
hit-and-run driver 


One victim has lost his legs after car smashed into him as he changed a tyre

A POPULAR footballer has had both 
his legs amputated at the knee after 
being hit by a car near Newmarket 
while helping his friend change a 
flat tyre. 

Shaun Whiter, 27, from Bur- 
rough Green, had parked his car at 
the side of Dullingham Road, near 
Newmarket, at 10.55pm on Friday 
when a Ford Focus ploughed into 
his legs, pinning him to his car. 

The driver of the Focus then re¬ 
versed and drove off. 

Prior to the incident, Joey Abbs - 
a long-time friend of Shaun’s - had 
been driving along Dullingham 
Road towards his home in New¬ 
market when the tyre on his silver 
Vauxhall Astra burst. 

He parked at the side of the road 
and phoned Shaun for help. 

Shaun, who plays for Newmar¬ 
ket Town FC, drove from his house 
at Burrough Green, but as he stood 
at the back of his black BMW 320, 
the Focus ran into his legs, crush¬ 
ing them. 

The impact shunted the BMW

forwards, which meant Joey’s legs 
were also jammed between the 
front of the car and the boot of his 
Vauxhall. 

Jessica Way, the sister of Shaun’s 
fiancee, said Joey was able to drag 



himself to Shaun and held his hand 
until emergency services arrived. 

Both men were taken to Adden- 
brooke’s where Shaun was operated 
on overnight, and his legs ampu¬ 
tated at the knees. 


The two men are still in hospital. 

Ms Way told the News : “Shaun’s 
going to be in hospital for quite a 
lot longer. He’s moved from critical 
care to a more stable ward now 

“It’s very emotional and shock¬ 
ing. Charlotte [his fiancee] and 
Shaun are due to marry in July next 
year in Burrough Green Church. 

“He’s a very keen sportsman. 
He’s played football for Newmarket 
Town before, he’s been an Ironman 
competitor and does triathlons. He 
plays golf and goes skiing. 

“He’s very outgoing and popular. 
He loves his family and fiancee.” 

From hospital, Shaun thanked 
his friends and family in a state¬ 
ment on social media on Monday 
evening. He said: “Without them 
I don’t know where I would be. We 
are 100 per cent fighting to get out 
of this place and will be with you 
shortly, but again, please keep the 
visiting up - we love it.” 

The families of both men have 
backed an appeal for information 
and are urging the driver of the Fo¬ 
cus to come forward. 

Ms Way said: “The driver would 
have known that they’d hit some¬ 
one. We want to get any informa¬ 


tion from anyone who may know 
about the Ford Focus.” 

Joey’s injuries are less severe than 
Shaun’s, but his brother Mark said 
one of Joey’s legs was in ‘bad shape’. 

Joey plays football for Cambridge 
City FC and used to play for Soham 
Town Rangers. 

Robbie Nightingale, joint man¬ 
ager of Soham Town Rangers, said 
he was “one of the nicest guys you 
could ever wish to meet.” 

He added: “He’s down for a laugh 
and he’s a great lad for the chang¬ 
ing room. He’s great on a night out 
and just a great guy. I couldn’t speak 
more highly of him. 

“Anything we or the football club 
can do we will do, because he would 
be the first to help anyone else. 

“It’s an absolute shame what’s 
happened to both him and Shaun.” 

Pc Ian Masters, of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire police, said: “This was a serious 
collision and has sadly resulted in 
life-changing injuries for the driver 
of the BMW 

“I am particularly keen to speak 
to the driver of the Ford Focus who 
did not remain at the scene.”

BID launches 
in Newmarket 


A BUSINESS Improvement 
District (BID) was officially 
launched in Newmarket on 
Monday evening. 

Businesses in Newmarket 
signed up for a BID in April, 
which will see each of them 
pay a levy, with the amount 
depending on their size. 

Money - to the tune of £1.2 
million - will then be invest¬ 
ed in the town over the next 
five years. 

A total of 112 businesses 
casted a vote in the BID bal¬ 
lot, with 69 of those in favour 
of the BID - a total of 62 per 
cent. 

Business owners and 
councillors launched the 
BID at the lockey Club 
Rooms on Monday 

Di Robertshaw, chair of the 
Newmarket BID task group 
and the Newmarket Retailers 
Association, gave a speech at 
the event. 

She said: “The official 
launch date is luly 1 and that 
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is when our five-year period 
begins. 

“It is going to be five years 
of hard work because we 
want to make a success of it. 

“Newmarket needs some¬ 
thing done and everyone 
can see that but there is no 
money. 

“The only way to move for¬ 
ward was to try for a BID. We 
are all very proud of the yes 
vote.” 

As part of the BID, two 
part time rangers will be 
employed and will be promi¬ 
nent in the area to guide visi¬ 
tors. 

They will also be security 
trained so they can liase with 
businesses to fight crime. 

They also want to reduce 
business costs by negotiat¬ 
ing waste management, re¬ 
cycling, insurance and ad¬ 


vertising contracts. 

Now, members who 
helped to launch the BID will 
be put onto the board to run 
it for the first year. 

In the following year, 
an election from all board 
members will be held. 

Di Robertshaw said: “Our 
next steps are to recruit a 
BID manager. 

“They will be responsible 
for promoting Newmarket 
with a programme to grow 
our footfall. 

“We will have a budget of 
£250,000 per year which is 
£1.2 million over five years. 

“We are hoping this will 
move Newmarket forward 
considerably.” 

Businesses outside the 
BID area are still able to join 
and pay a BID levy, which 
Newmarket Racecourses 
and the Bedford Lodge Hotel 
havedone.

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A DEFIBRILLATOR will be 
installed at the Catholic 
Church in Newmarket af¬ 
ter a fundraising drive was 
sparked following a man’s 
death.

Catherina Scott-Hart was 
at the church when the man 
collapsed last year and said 
members were having to run 
around the town to search 
for a defibrillator. 

She said: “Every second 
counts in that situation. We 
didn’t know where the defi¬ 
brillators were.

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PUPILS said goodbye to bad weather 
and tossed their welly boots to the 
side yesterday - and attempted to 
break a world record while they were 
at it.

“Everyone had to be in blocks of 50 
wearing different coloured T-shirts 
and each block had to be stewarded 
by people not linked with the school. 

“It was not an easy task - the sec¬ 
ond try went a lot better than the 
first. It seemed to go well. We hope it 
was a success.” 

The school is up against Lincoln 
University in Christchurch, New 
Zealand, who currently hold the

They had 348 people throwing

Statue to be 
unveiled at 
July Festival 


A STATUE of the King who 
brought racing to Newmar¬ 
ket is to be unveiled tomor¬ 
row at the start of the July 
Festival, as part of the 350th 
anniversary celebrations. 

King Charles II brought the 
sport to Newmarket in 1666 
and inaugurated the Twelve 
Stone Plate, known today as 
the Town Plate, in 1665. 

The Town Plate was first 
run in 1671, which King 
Charles II won, and he is the 
only reigning monarch be¬ 
lieved to have ridden a win¬ 
ner. 

The statue is an over 
lifesize replica of an origi¬ 
nal marble statue of King 
Charles II which is part of the 
Parliamentary Art Collection 
at the House of Lords and is 
currently displayed at the 
Old Bailey in London. 

For the length of the July 
Festival, the statue, by Victo¬ 
rian sculptor Henry Weekes, 
will be housed at the July 
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Course before it moves to 
the Rowley Mile Premier En¬ 
closure courtyard later in the 
summer. 

The statue was made pos¬ 
sible thanks to a donation 
from Dr Cyrus Poonawalla, 
owner of Dual Group One 
winning stallion Roderic 
O’Connor, and fundraising 
from racecourses committee 
member Frances Stanley. 

Amy Starkey, regional di¬ 
rector east of Jockey Club 
Racecourses, said: “We are 
very honoured to be able to 
both unveil and maintain a 
statue of King Charles II at 
Newmarket Racecourses. 

“There currently isn’t a 
statue of King Charles II in 
Newmarket and therefore 
the team felt that honouring 
him should be a key part of 
the celebrations this year. 

“It will be fantastic to wel¬ 


come King Charles back to 
Newmarket, especially for a 
special running of the race 
that he inaugurated back in 
1665.” 

The Town Plate will be run 
tomorrow at 1pm, with par¬ 
ticipants including West Suf¬ 
folk MP Matthew Hancock, 
Sheikh fahad A1 Thani from 
the Royal Family of Qatar, 
Roger Weatherby, a senior 
steward of The Jockey Club, 
Jason Carver, who has won 
the race twice in three years, 
and mother and son, Venetia 
and Ed Wrigley, wife and son 
of Jockey Club senior stew¬ 
ard Nicholas Wrigley. 

Three cocktails to com¬ 
memorate Newmarket’s 
350th celebration will also be 
on offer across the festival.

A CHARITY aiming to bring opportunity to 
more young people in Forest Heath in mem¬ 
ory of a popular sportsman has been given a

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The social dilemma that 
autonomous drivers face 



BEHIND THE WHEEL: Moral dilemma of the upcoming motoring era? 


D ECISIONS decisions - with the 
advancement of autonomous 
technology, the cars we drive 
could be making choices every day 
about which lane to be in, how fast 
to travel, and which route to take 
home. 

But what happens in the event of 
a potential accident? What happens 
if a car is faced with the option 
of saving itself and its occupants, 
knowing the only way to do this 
might be to hit a pedestrian? 

Or - it could avoid the pedestrian 
but put its driver and passengers 
at risk by swerving into oncoming 
traffic? 

It's an interesting question and 
one that has been the subject of a 
new study. 

Top-selling journal Science 
published its findings, based on a 
survey of 1,928 US residents, in a 
report named 'The Social Dilemma 
of Autonomous Vehicles'. 

The study showed most people 
think an autonomous vehicle (AV) 
should sacrifice its passengers to 
minimise harm in an emergency, by 
doing things like swerving to avoid a 


group of pedestrians. 

However, the subjects also said 
they would rather be a passenger 


in an autonomous vehicle that 
protected them no matter what, 
even if it meant putting other 


motorists or pedestrians at risk. 

The study, authored by Jean- 
Francois Bonnefon, Azim Shariff and 
lyad Rahwan said: "Autonomous 
vehicles should reduce traffic 
accidents, but they will sometimes 
have to choose between two evils, 
such as running over pedestrians 
or sacrificing themselves and their 
passenger to save the pedestrians. 

"We found that participants in six 
Amazon Mechanical Turk studies 
approved of utilitarian AVs (that is, 
AVs that sacrifice their passengers 
for the greater good) and would like 
others to buy them, but they would 
themselves prefer to ride in AVs that 
protect their passengers at all costs." 

The study also showed that 
respondents did not approve of 
regulations which made self-sacrifice 
mandatory, and that such regulations 
would make them less inclined to 
purchase an AV. 

The study highlights an interesting 
moral dilemma surrounding the 
development of AVs - one that will 
need to be solved before they can 
enter the mainstream market en 
masse.

Stoute pays 
tribute to 
ace Fallon 

SIR Michael Stoute paid the ultimate 
tribute to Kieren Fallon on the news 
of his retirement from the saddle. 

Stoute and Fallon were a feared 
partnership down the years, one that 
had bookmakers running for cover 
and punters eager to follow them in 
all the big races around Europe. 

That was never more evident 
than in the 2003 Derby, when the 
Stoute-trained Kris Kin became 
the subject of a huge public 
gamble and was the beneficiary 
of what is regarded as one of the 
great Epsom rides. 

North Light followed up in the 
blue riband the following year, and 
there were other Classics for the pair, 
too, including Russian Rhythm (1000 
Guineas, 2003) and King's Best and 
Golan in the 2000 Guineas of 2000 
and 2001 respectively. 

Stoute said: "Kieren had a 
power that could propel horses to 
go faster than they thought they 
could. A very gifted rider and a 
horse lover. 

"I wish him well and thank him 
for his great contribution to the 
stable." 

Former jockey Bruce Raymond, 
racing manager for several top 
Middle Eastern owners, revealed 
he suggested Fallon should return 
to Newmarket when he chatted 
with him at the Derby meeting at 
Epsom last month. 

Fallon rode Across The Stars, 
like Kris Kin trained by Stoute and 
owned by Saeed Suhail. 

Though Across The Stars was well 
beaten in the premier Classic, Fallon 
was praised for looking after the 
horse when his chance had gone. 

What he did was vindicated 
when Across The Stars won the 
King Edward VII Stakes at Royal 
Ascot under Frankie Dettori. 

"It's a shame he's had to finish 
in those circumstances. He's 
a good man. I know he's got 
problems, but I liked him as a 
guy," said Raymond. 

"He's been a great jockey and 
rode lots of winners for us - a 
Derby and a Guineas winner. It's 
a pity and I hope he soon feels 
better. I wish him well 

"I saw him at Epsom when he 
rode Across The Stars for us in the 
Derby this year and I told him to 
come back here where everyone 
knows him. 

"He looked after Across The 
Stars that day and we were lucky 
we had him on. 

"Sir Michael recognises those 
things and was very grateful 
Kieren rode him and gave him an 
easy time when he had no chance 
in the Derby."
